br.  Choirnicn  rnd  Gentlemen, 

I hove  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  i\nnucl  Deport 
upon  the  heclth  of  your  District  for  the  yeor  1950. 

From  obserVvO tions  derived  during  my  first  fe’»r  months 
of  office,  it  'Hould  appear  tnat  your  District  is  certainly 
no  exception  to  the  general  picture  presented  else^wiiere , in 
its  requirement  of  better  housing  conditions  for  the 
community.  However,  it  is  certainly  gratifying  to  realise 
that  a number  of  re-housing  schemes  are  in  various  stages  of 
progress  between  drawing  board  and  first  occupation.  Here, 
it  may  be  "'i'>ell  to  remember  the  generally  accepted  fact  that 
a iieuse  is  fit  for  condemnation  irrespective  of  the 
availability  of  a replacement,  or  in  other  words  a house  is, 
or,  is  not,  fit  for  hcbitatio?n  irrespective  of  a building 
programme.  The  tinister  has  not  decided  upon  Housing 
Surveys  bei'ig,  made,  but,  ii  any  case,  even  if  ho  wore  to  do 
so , specialised  whole  time  staff  (or  consider 'ble  alterations 
to  present  staff)  would  bo  essential  in  all  Districts.  The 
Minister  would  also  have  to  moke  standards  of  condemna tion, 
and  of  suitability  for  repair,  bearing  in  mind  present  day 
increasing  labour  and  material  costs  and  national  material 
shortages.  There  must  be  many  instances  where  it  would 
be  quite  unreasonable  to  expect  an  o^^'iner  to  effect  repairs 
bearing  i.i  mind  his  likely  returns.  This  latter  fact  is 
recognised  by  the  I'inister  in  Section  9(3)  ^f  the  1956 
Housing  Act, 

The  Council  will,  of  course,  be  fully  a-are  of  the 
advisability  of  w-ter  provision,  sewage  disposal,  and  house 
erection,  going  hand  in  hand;  although  it  can  be  very  readily 
appreciated  th^'t,-  on  occasion,  - it  is  a difficult  decision  to 
make  between  the  fulfilment  of  the  above  trio  spontaneously, 
on  the  one  hand,  and  the  urgent  rehousing  of  some  families, 
on  the  others  - higher  authority  having  the  final  word  in 
any  c se,  ultimately.  Irrespective  of  new  housing  estates, - 
sewerage  schemes  for  built  up  communities  are  projected  for 
at  least  two  areas  that  it  would  appear  hove  been,  in  past, 
saved  from  potentially  dangerous  outbreaks  of  f-^tal  infectious 
dise'^ses  by  some  degree  of  providence  or  luck.  This  last 
observation  will  no  doubt  be  read  against  a twin  background 
of  resideitial  need,  and  tie  economics  of  summer  tourist 
traffic . 


The  Fit'll  Statistics  based  upon  such  figures  as  wps 
available  dj  no  appear  to  call  for  any  particular  comment, 
beyond  the  f"^ct  tnat  there  was  only  one  respiratory  death  from 
Tuberculosis . (This  figure  compares  with  3 & 5 Ter  two  other 
Rural  areas  within  the  County),  The  single  c use  of  Infantile 
P’  ralysis,  which  occured  at  the  e id  of  the  j’O'^r,  c ould  not  be 
tr-'-ced  to  any  other  case  in  the  Couxity  either  before  or  after 
illness.  The  outbreak  of  Dysentery,  in  Hovember  appeared  to 
centre  ar-jund  one  school,  the  mild  less  of  the  onset  of  the 
diseo'se  made  detection  of  the  original  causation  impossible. 
HoweVv_r,  the  usual  laborotoryinvestiga tieris  were  instigated  a id 
dM  in  any  way  incriminate  tne  scnool  canteen,  which,  in  any 
case,  had  a previous  excellent  record  of  cleanliness. 

In  conclusion,  I snould  like  to  tn.ank  the  Chairman,  and 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  welcome  to  me  in  October,  aid  to 
ezrpress  appreciation  to  the  Council  Staff  for  their  ready 
co-operation  in  my  first  few  months  of  Office

Comparability  Flp;ure. 

It  can  bo  readily  appreciated  that  the  age  and  sex 
comxjosition  of  a community  can,  and  do,  very  materially 
affect  both  the  number  of  births  and  number  of  deaths 
occurring  in  that  community.  For  example  - a "Retired 
Person's  Resort"  would  have  a high  death  rate,  whereas 
a naw  Industrial  Town  should  have  a higher  birth  rate. 

In  order  to  make  useful  comparisons  of  rates  between 
districts  (perhaps  very  remote  from  one  another)  each 
district  is  accorded  "Comparability  Figures"  for  births 
and  for  deaths  which  when  multiplied  by  the  Crude  rote 
per  1,000  of  the  population  gives  the  Corrected  kate .

WATSR  SUPPLY. 

There  is  no  progress  to  report  regarding  the  improvement 
of  water  su  )plies  in  the  area. 

Constructural  ’^lork  is  still  in  progress  on  tue  County  Water 
Scheme  and  mains  have  been  laid  through  Bodffordd,  Cwalchmai 
and  Bryngwran,  but  the  machinery  and  plant  and ^ the  service 
reservoir  are"  not  yet  complete,  in  order  to  bring,  this  section 
into  operation.  The  public  main  supplies  are  therefore  limited 
to  the  some  areas  os  in  previous  years.  The  greater  part  of  the 
district  is  therefore  dependant  upon  ^nells,  both  public  and 
private , 

The  public  wells  in  the  area  number  83,  and _ there  are,  no 
doubt  hundreds  of  private  wells.  In  the ^ majority  of  these 
’fells,  the  volume  of  ’foter  is  rather  limit. :-d  and  the  quality 
cannot  always  be  regarded  as  satisfactory,  Follo’^/ing  a rather 
rainy  summer,  there  was  no  shortage  of  ’water  in  either  the 
piped  sup '.'lies,  or  from  ’wells. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  74  samples  were  collected,  two 
from  public  ’Wells  and  the  remainder  from  private  ’"ells,  or 
streams,  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory , at  Con”'ay.  The  following  results  ’were 
obtained : -

In  the  Perishes  -of  Holyhead  .Rural,  Llnnf oiryneub’^ill, 
Llmynghenedly  cind  Rhoscolyn,  ^vhere  piped  supplies  era 
eveileble,  v;hich  ere  under  the  control  of  the  -Anglesey 
County  Council,  the  ^'‘otar  Depertment  of  this  Authority, 
orrenges  for  the  frequent  collection  of  semples  from  these 
meins  end  it  is  understood  that  the  results  ere  generally 
setisfec tory. 

The  Wetei^’norks  et  .Rhosneigr  are  under  the  control  of 
the  Valley  Council  end  during  the  year,  seven  semples  were 
collected  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination, 
all  were  pieced  under  Class  I of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Classification,  ilso,  as  part  of  the  Mona  Comp,  Gwalchmei, 
has.  been  taken  over  by  the  Council  for  temporary  housing 
purposes,  threj  samples  were  collected  from  the  cam.ps’ 
piped  supply,  which  is  operated  by  the  Ministry  of  Works. 

Only  one  of  those  semples  proved  to  be  Class  I,  the  other 
two  being  Class  4. 

The  Works  at  Rhos.neigr  has  be^n  working  satisfactory 
apart  from  a breakdown  to  one  of  the  pumps  early  in  the  month 
of  July  and  up  to  the  end  of  the  period  covered  by  this 
report,  the  manufacturers  had  not  been  able  to  supply  the 
necessary  replacements.  However,  the  supply  has  been 
maintai.ned  at  all  times  by  the  two  units  still  in  service,  all 
of  which  ’^'ill  require  a thorough  overhaul  as  soon  as  the  third 
unit  will  be  repaired  and  brought  into  operation.  The  owners 
of  the  wells  in  respect  of  which  unsatisfactory  reports  hove 
been  received,  have  been  supplied  with  a copy  of  the  report 
and  advised  on  the  measures  to  be  taken,  in  order  to  improve 
the  quality. 

Repairs  to  public  wells  have  been  carried  out  on  sierty 
occasions  during  the  year.  Hew  pumps  have  been  fixed  on  six, 
a. id  two  ”nells  reconstructed  entirely.  Hotices  were  served  on 
two  owners  directing  them  to  provided  water  supplies  for  their 
premises  and  several  notices  were  served  on  property  owners  to 
remedy  defects,  which'were  causing  wastage  onthe  piped  water 
supplies.  r . ' 

Hew  water  service  connections  ^>^ere  provided  for  four 
additional  premises,  from  the  mains  controlled  by  the  Council 
and  five  others  were  reparied.  There  was  no  evidence  of  any 
plumbo-solvont  in  any  •"waters  supplied  through  mains,  but  the 
seasonal  taste  and  odour  was  present  to  some  extent,  although 
not  so  severe  os  du.ring  the  previous  summers.

The  construction  of  this  ne^^i  cxtc-ntion  i>^ith  tho  cid  of 
0 grant  under  the  Rural  (Water  and  Sr^erage)  i^ct,  1944 
completed  early  in  tho  year  and  tho  dreins  from  thirteen 
houses  hov'o  already  been  connected  to  it.  ^ 

In  addition  to  the-  -oreparation  of  schemas  for  villages 
which  have  already  be j.n  dealt  with  in  previous  reports,  the 
Council  has  now  authorised  their  engineer  to  prepare  a scheme  f 
the  village  of  Aberffraw.  The  only  two  full  scale  sewerage 
schemes  at  Rhosneigr  and  Trearddur  Bay,  which  ore  owned  and 
operated  by  the  Council,  have  been  working  in  a very  satisfactc 
manner.  The  damage  to  the  sea  outfall  at  Rhosneigr  has  been 
mode  good  in  the  course  of  the  year,  other^^iise  the  mointenoncG 
expense  was  vary  low. 


At  Trearddur  Bay  it  was  necessary  to  carry  out  some 


slight  repairs  to  the  pumping  machinery,  other'ivise  there  ^ has 
not  been  any  hitch,  apart  from  the  periods  whan  electricity  cut 
are  extended  to  the  area.  During  such  p^-riods  no  damage  was  dc 
or  inconvenience  caused  to  householders.  In  eleven  other  villc 
minor  repairs  a.id  maintenance  work  were  carried  out  wnere 


nec 


5sary  to'  the  existing  drainage  systems,  which  as  previous! 


drainage- 


reported  cannot  be  considered  satisfactory.  Jine  new 
schemes  for  private  dwelling  houses  were  contruct:.-d  and  apprev.

PUBLIC  CLE-ARSIHG. 

This  service  has  been  extended  to  include  additional 
outlying  properties,  but  it  has  not  boen^ possible  to ^ provide 
fortnighly  collections  in  those  areas  wnich  now  receive  a three 
weekly  service.  Ho-ever,  it  is  hoped  that  this  improvement  ca 
be  made,  wnen  one  or  more  of  the  proposed  se'^>erage  schemes  have 
been  constructed.  Two  vehicles  employed  by  the  Council  have 
in  regular  service  and  have  only  required-  minor  repairs  and 
maintenance  work.  The  amount  of  illness  amongst  the  employees 
has  been  at  a minimum. 

The  Council  continue  to  operate  thro-  refuse  tips,  wlii 
have  been  mainbained  in  a ifir  condition,  although  they  are  net 
strictly  controlled.  One  tip  was  set  on  fire  by  s otne  unknown 
person,  or  persons  and  steps  ’^'ere  taken  to  disti  iguish  it  forth 

Infestation  by  rats  is  also  kept  at  a minimum,  as  the-.' 
are  all  treated  quarterly  by  the  County  Rodent  Operator. _ The 
fourth  tip  is  still  shared  with  the  Holyhead  Urban  District ^ Ooii 
who  are  responsible  for  its  control,  but  this  arrangement  will 
terminated  at’  an  early  date  and  the  Council  will  then  concentrr 
on  the  three  tips  already  mentioned. 

The  joint  arrangemont  with  the'  Twreelyn  Rural  District 
Council  is  still  operative  and  working  satisfactorily,  ^Refuse 
from  the  Ty  Croes  A, A,  Camp  and  R,_A,F,  Station,  Valley  is  dispt 
of  at  two  of  the  Council's  tips,  which  makes  miaintenance  and  c: 
wbfk  more  difficult.  In  the  course  of  the  yoar,  sixteen ^ c ompl> 
were  received  on  the  non-collection  of  refuse,  all  of  which  wei 
investigated,  but  the  cause  of  non-collection  was  not  always  tl 
fault  of  the  Council's  employees.  The  beaches  at  the  local  sec 
side  resorts-  were  cleansed  regularly  during  the  holiday  season.

Tliis  service  h"S  also  been  extended  to  include  additic 
outlying  premises  and  in  the  rural  areas  tne  cleansing  of  pail 
closets  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  householders.
